As 
the protest was ignored, its framers feel 
quite indignant. 


Mr. Van Wyck is of opinion that the 


matter will require a great deal of ex- 
planation to blot out the irregularities 
hinted at in his resolution of inquiry. 
While on the other hand, friends of Seu- 
utor Teller say that he had the authority 
of the Administration for his action iu 
the matter, and will very readily make 
the matter clear to the entire satisfaction 
of a majority of the Senate.

On returning homo m the evening ^is 
servant informed him that tho dog 
seemed to bo very ill, as thev could not 
induce it to cat anything, lie went at 
once to look at his favorite, and aa 
soon as he entered the room the faith- 
ful creature ran to him, deposited the 
missing gold coin at his feet and then 
devoured tha food placed for it with 
great eagerness.

the morning; the dog had picked it np 
and kept it in his mouth, fearing even 
to eat Itst it should lose its master's 
property before an opportunity ottered 
to restore it. 


Prof. Bell also tells of a Newfound-

did not touch any of these things, 
though it ate voraciously as soon as 
food was given to it. 


Colonel Hamilton Smith is our au- 


thority for tho anecdote of & dog that 
followed its ownor, who was on horse- 
back, and who contrived to drop some 
cakes from his basket as he cantered 
home. 
On his arrival he found Aat 


ins trusty follower had gathered up 
some of the lost cakes and carried 
them home, and had gone for the re- 
mainder, which it duly returned with 
uutasted. 


"Dogs," says Colonel Smith, "have 


an instinctive comprehension, of the 
nature of property;" and it is really 
most remarkable, considering that they 
have nothuman speech, how frequently, 
and how well, they make us understand 
their views on this point. The Colonel 
alludes- to the case of a lady at Bath 
•who was somewhat alarmed at the be- 
havior of a strange mastiff that seemed 
anxious to prevent her going on. Find- 
ing she had lost her veil, she turned 
back, the dog going before her until 
nho camo to the missing article and 
picked it up. As soon as the dog saw 
she had gained her property it scam- 
pered off to its master.

,Sir Patrick Waller furnishes a most 
valuable instance of this propensity m 
our cauino cou.sins. A farmer having 
sold a ilock of sheep to a dealer lent 
him his dog to drive them home, a 
distance of thirty miles, desiring him to 
givo the dog a meal at the journej's 
end and tell it to go home. The drover 
found the dog so useful that he resolved 
to steal it, and, instead of sending it 
back, locked it up. The collie grew 
sulky, and at last effected its escape. 
Evidently deeming tho drover had no 
more right to detain the sheep than ho 
bad to detain itself, the honest creature 
went into the field, collected all the 
sheep that had belonged to its master, 
and, 
to that person's intense a.stoni.sli-
